Women’s Dorm Hours Extend

Closing hours for occupants 
of women’s residence halls have 
been extended to give later slgn- 
In time for some and limited 
•elf-regulated hours for others. 

FOLLOWING action of the 
University Council, Dean of 
Women Billie Ann Pace an¬ 
nounced the following schedule 
of closing hours for all women 
students: 

Freshmen women - Monday- 
Thursday, 11:30 p.m.; Friday 
and Saturday, 1:00 p.m.; Sun¬ 
day, 12:00 midnight. 

SOPHOMORE, junior and 
senior women — Monday- 
Thursday, 11:30 p.m.; Friday 
and Saturday, self-determined 
hours for students under 21 
years with parental permission; 
Sunday, 12:00 midnight. 

Women at least 21 years — 
Monday-Thursday, 11:30 p.m.; 
Friday and Saturday, self-det¬ 
ermined; Sunday, 12:00 mid¬ 


night 

WOMEN desiring to partici¬ 
pate In self-regulated hours 
may secure a registration card 
from her counselor, complete 
the Information required, and 
return It with a $1.00 regis¬ 
tration fee covering the night 
clerk’s salary, to the counselor, 
the main desk of her hall, or 
the Dean of Women. 

Hie fee is required because 
there Is no money allotted for 
this purpose In the University’s 
budget. According to Dean 
Pace, the fee will, more than 
likely, be abolished next year. 

A WOMAN may register as 
soon as she reaches her 21st 
birthday. The Dean of Women’s 
office will notify the hall hos¬ 
tess of the woman’s eligibility. 

Sophomore, junior and sen¬ 
ior women who have not reach¬ 
ed their 21st birthday will fUl 
out the registration card and 


pay the fee. The 
Women’s office will 
with the parents and will notify 
the hall hostess when a parent 
permission Is received and the 
woman Is eligible. 

COEDS will sign out as us¬ 
ual. A night clerk will keep a 
list of the eligible women who 
will have to check with him as 
they enter the hall. Each coed 
must sign in by 9:00 a.m. each 
morning. 

Later weeknlght permission 
went Into effect last night, and 
the Dean of Women’s office 
plans to put self-regulated 
hours for women 21 years and 
older Into effect this weekend. 

SWITCHBOARDS In the 
dorms will close at 11:00 p.m. 
Monday-Thursday, 1:00 a.m. 
Saturday and Sunday mornings, 
and 12:00 p.m. Sunday night.

The two most encompassing 
movements on campuses across 
the nation are scheduled back- 
to-back this month. 

NEXT WEEK, the Vietnam 
Moratorium Committee plans 
to sponsor a two-prong pro¬ 
test against continued U.S. 
presence In Southeast Asia. 

The week of the 22nd, vari¬ 
ous environmental-minded or¬ 
ganizations are planning to 
participate In the First Na¬ 
tional Environmental Teach-fh. 

THESE TWO WEEKS Will 
be a test of strength for the 
older Moratorium movement 
and the more recent environ¬ 
mentalists. The ecology groups 
have had the headlines during 
the past few months. The 
moratorium people faded after 
the mass protests of late last 
year. 


A recent Moratorium news¬ 
letter summed up the recent 
anti-Vietnam activities in one 
sentence: "After many months 
of low-key, grassroots organi¬ 
zing against the war, we feel 
it Is time to begin intensive 
preparation for the protests of 
April 13-15.” 

THE EMPHASIS is not on 
mass rallies and marches like 
last year, but on a Peace Fast 
and a taxpayer’s protest. 

From Monday, April 13, 
through Wednesday, April 15, 
supporters of the movementwlll 
not eat Instead, the money not 
used will be sent to a Peace 
Fast Fund. The Moratorium 
organizers hope to “force the 
nation to face the moral Is¬ 
sues of people dying and suffer¬ 
ing as well as how it affects 
us In dollars and cents. The 


two go very much together.” 

THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
TEACH-IN will follow the 
Moratorium activities by a 
week. Will It be more than 
just a chronological succes¬ 
sor ? Plans are already being 
made on campus for partici¬ 
pation In E-(for ecology) Day. 
If there has been a change of 
mood In this country, It will 
soon be apparent. 


L.ast night, the National Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences presented the 42nd Academy Awards ceremony. 
The stars, film, writer, and directors now have their Oscars. 

FILM CRITICS put their ca¬ 
reers on the line at this time 
of year by predicting winners 
of the coveted statue. Since 
this article was written a few 
days before the Oscar cere¬ 
monies, It might be fun to pre¬ 
dict the outcome and see how 
far it strays from last night’s 
selection. 

The voters of the Academy 
are slushily sentimental. Since 
John Wayne’s incredibly long 
movie career sans a single 
Oscar received is a tear Jerk- 
er, he won for Best Actor last 
night.

Smith had a stirring perfor¬ 
mance In “The Prime of Miss 
Jean Brodie,” but it is doubt¬ 
ful she received the award be¬ 
cause she is not well known in 
this country. “The Happy End¬ 
ing*’ received mediocre re¬ 
views and cancelled out Jean 
Simmon's chances of winning. 

Even though “Anne of the 
Thousand Days" barely made 
it for consideration. Genevieve 
Bujold probably won for Best 
Actress. She, like Maggie 
Smith, is all but unknown in 
the States. Her film came in 
quite late, but still a female 
star of a lavish, historical 
drama seems to get to the hearts 
of the voters. Liza Minnelli 
in "The Sterile Cuckoo” is still 
not a "star” and the voters 
passed her by. 

“BUTCH CASSIDY AND THE 
SUNDANCE KID", which de¬ 
served the Best Picture award, 
did not receive it. This writ¬ 
er has not seen “Z” and can’t 
guess its chances. “Midnight 
Cowboy” didn’t receive the Os¬ 
car either. “Anne of the Thou¬ 
sand Days” has been guessed 
by many critics as the winner, 
but I don’t think so. A film 
which hasn’t been mentioned 
much, but which stands a good 
chance of winning, is “Hello, 
Dolly." It’s a big, brassy 
musical with big brassy Oscar 
winner Barbara Streisand. 
However, none of the nominees 
are sure winners as was last 
year’s magnificent “Oliver!” 
None measure up to the quality 
and enchantment of the superb 
Lionel Bart creation and the 
lovely acting of Mark Lester as 
“Oliver” and Jack Wild as 
“the Artful Dodger.” 

John Schlesinger might Just 
have won as Best Director for 
“Midnight Cowboy.” George 
Roy Hill (“Butch Cassidy") did 
a fine Job, but I have a feeling 
this film was passed over. Syd¬ 
ney Pollack (“They Shoot 
Horses"), is a relatively new 
director, and was steered clear 
of. Arthur Penn (“Alice’s Rea- 
taurant”), didn’t win because 
the film was anti-establish¬ 
ment. 

AS FOR THE SONGS, I can 
only guess by preference. Hope¬ 
fully, Rod McKuen’s “Jean” 
from “Miss Jean Brodie” won. 
“True Grit” is a very bad, 
very forgettable song. "Rain¬ 
drops Keep Falling On My 
Head” has a sunshine-nice ly¬ 
ric and melody, but it wasn’t 
all that memorable. “WhatAre 
You Doing The Rest of Your 
Life” from "The Happy End¬ 
ing” has had very little ex¬ 
posure and stood very little 
chance. 

I have no preference for Best 
Supporting Actress. It seems 
as though everyone would like to 
see Goldie Hawn win for 
“Cactus Flower.” But this is 
her first big part and it’s doubt¬ 


ful. Dyan Cannon probably won 
for "Bob & Carol A Ted A 
Alice.” 

GIG YOUNG POSSIBLY WON 
for Best Supporting Actor in 
“They Shoot Horses.” jack Ni¬ 
cholson of “Easy Rider” gave 
a superb performance, but it 
was anti-establishment.
